The New York Economist, W alter 
Spahr, has definitely caught the 
Treasury and Federal Reserve Board 
in issuing I860 000,000 of greenbacks.

Congress repealed the law under 
which Issuance was contem plated.

these notes now merely to save the 
cost of printing norm al currency, 
in the belief th at *660.000,000 i* a 
sm all am ount the.*>e days, and no 
one would raLe a lute. 


Tile Treasury deposited the notes 
in Federal Reserve Banks and is­ 
sued checks to pay war bills. Al­ 
though they were not added to the 
debt or counted in the monetary 
bucking of gold and silver. 
The step Is not in any way a 
threat to the standing of currency 
in the amount issued, but the issu­ 
ance of unbacked currency certain­
